Tlma it 
will bo seen, and very strangely too, that 
the chief opposition to practical temper- 
ance roJorjQ is from prohibitionists, those 
who belisve in statutory prohibition or 
nothing. This method, us any ono can 
see, does not help the oauso of temper- 
ance. It does not help Lit in Maine or 
anywhere else, Mix politics with tem- 
perance, as the prohibitionists ore now 
doinp, and you degrade tho cause oJ tem- 
perance and do not exalt politics.

sentenced by Judgo Sloan, Monday.

had folt Inclined toward leniency, but that 
it had recently como to his oars that Judco 
Mnllory. tho prosecuting district attorney, 
and other officials baa utx=ii turuacenou -with 
violence by friends of Socialists and Anar- 
chiats, and that in his opinion jnrtgos should 
therefore not shrink back from anything. 
Thoy should at all times sue that obedience 
to thu law was enforced. 
Ho know that by 


sentencing the prisoners their families would 
bo punished, and ho felt sorry, for that but 
could not holp it. 


Ho then sentenced oacu of the mon to

Ha statod that thoy bad had a 
very fair trial, and that abundance of poo- 
plo had shown Iholr guilt, aud that ho baa 
been surprised that tho jury had stayed out 
so long as thoy did.
